BAN FRANCISCO 0JJ0 — A des­ 
perate armed passenger, believed to 
be a Chinese Communist escaping 
from the Philippines, took control 
of a Philippine Air lines DC-3 on 
a local flight today and nearly suc­ 
ceeded in forcing the pilot to fly 
the transport plane into Commun­ 
ist China, the PAL office In Ban 
Francisco reported.

Warren Calls 
For Better 
Highways 


SACRAMENTO 0U5 — Gov. Earl 
Warren called on the Legislature 
today to develop a stepped-up pro­ 
gram of building main-line freeways 
in California and pay for it by in­ 
creasing highway user taxes an 
average of 20 cents a week for each 
motorist. 
The governor told a press confer­ 
ence he will make no specific recom­ 
mendations as to t o extent of a 
tax hike when the Legislature con­ 
venes next week. Bat he said, “I 
think unquestionably there must be 
an increase in t o gas tax.” 
In answer to questions from re­ 
porters, Ik said he thought t o ac­ 
celerated program should be about 
double the amount of money now 
spent for highway construction. That 
figure in t o current budget is 
$113,000,000. 
Warren pointed out t o t several 
studies show a deficiency of more 
than $3,000,000,000 in the state high­ 
way system. 
His plan of raising additional 
money to build a network of super­ 
freeways connecting t o state from 
Mexico to Oregon, from t o Pacific 
ocean to Nevada and Arizona and 
linking all t o metropolitan areas 
would enable the state to wipe out 
its freeway deficiency in 10 years 
and clean up its total deficiency in 
15 years he said.

Almost tverybody except pfofoMfontl pesri* 
mists should be cbeered by die raft of year-ond 
reports which from the tint of December hive 
been mentioned briefly in news columns, and 
stacking their statistics on editors* desks begging 
for promulgation to the public As only three 
or four m t Of the daily arriving pile reaching 
The Independent jottrnal office could fill up 
all available newt »pace, most can get only 
casual mention. 
Yet there it tremendous reassurance in tht 
almost uniformly favorable summations of con­ 
ditions and trends, Practically every industry, 
line of business, commercial enterprise, claims 
it has had a good year and faces a happy one. 
In the main* diat sentiment is echoed through­ 
out Marin, 
Steel* that perennial barometer, is forging 
ahead fast. Petroleum and its product* slide 
along smoothly. Department store sales are 
high; practically all other types of stores have 
increased their business turnover; manufactur­ 
ing in most lines is gaming; the automobile 
and allied industries are in high gear. 


Farmers and livestock raisers art prospering; 
practical Iy everybody who wants to week ami 
cam work has a Job. Doctors, dentists, engineers, 
attorneys, other professional men t e e and else­ 
where admit almost to a man they are "doing 
all right" Wages are high. 
Of course some food and other necessity 
prices tend to creep upward, as if keeping pace, 
but on the whole the year-end reports from all 
points of the compass are encouraging. 


Certain individuals* and certain institutions 
like colleges, dependent largely on fixed dollar 
incomes continue to suffer through inflation, 
which is regrettable, yet banks happily tell of 
swelling assets and deposits. 


Some of our initial 1953 prosperity undoubt­ 
edly is due to the defense program, which basic­ 
ally means preparation for war.

Instead of being paralyzed by 
fear, as has been our official cus­ 
tom for seven long years, we must 
be practical enough to know the 
cold war we’ve been dreading is 
actually a part of a hot war to lol- 
low if we permit ourselves to be 
divided and defeated piecemeal. 


I—TRAINING AND using not 
only South Koreans to fight in 
Korea, but training and Using the 
whole military potential of tha 
Nationalists in Formosa and in 
parts of China where they hare 
a foothold. Three people are an­ 
xious to carry the war to the Chi* 
nese Communists, who are supplied 
by Russia. Yet President Truman 
has thrown UJS. naval forces be­ 
tween Formosa and the Chines« 
mainland to prevent, of all things, 
the Nationalists from attacking 
the Red Chinese. 
4—Sending ample supplies, from 
both America and Europe, to the 
other hot-war spots, and beginning 
immediately to train native armies 
end supply them in areas where 
trouble looms. This is less danger­ 
ous than sitting hack, waiting to 
be attacked. 
A—Fallowing through on all the 
hot-war fronts until the Com* 
munlsts everywhere are defeated. 
6—If trouble spots arise within 
the Iron Curtain, supplying and 
equipping rebellious just as the 
Communists have dons against the 
Free World. 


The most thit could or should be expressed 
gloatingly is that as each year ends now progress
